JUDGMENT 

ASHOK BHAN, J.—Jagiit Singh has filed this 
petition under, section 81 of the Representation of 
people’s Act, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as the Act) 
calling in question the election of the returned candi¬ 
date Amrik Singh Aliwal respondent from 9-Ludhiana 
Parliamentary Constituency, Ludhiana within the State 
of Punjab on the ground that his nomination papers 
had been wrongly rejected. 

Last general elections for electing Members to the 
Lok Sabha was held on 27-4-1996. Petitioner filed his 
nominaion papers as an independent candidate on 
3-4-1996 from 9-Ludhiana Parliamentaiy Constituency 
Ludhiana. Nomination papers were accompanied by 
requisite security fee of Rs, 250 in the olncer of De- 
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puty Commissioner who is the Returning Officer of 
9-Ludhiana Parliamentary Constituency, Ludhiana- 
Nominaion papers of the petitoner were received in the 
office of Returning Officer at 2.02 p.m- on 3-4-1996 
at Sr. No. 46. Secrutiny of the nomination papers 
was to be held on 4-4-1996 at 11 a.m. in the room 
of Deputy Commissioner, Ludhiana. 


*P-2 Case of the petitioner is that he attended the offi¬ 
ce of the Returning Officer 9-Ludhiana Parliamentary 
Constituency, Ludhiana on the date fixed for secrutiny 
of nomination papers. It is further averred that his 
nomination papers were accepted on 4-4-1996 and he 
was allottee! the symbol of 'Laltem* on 6-4-1996. 
Petitioner was issued identity card as a candidate for 
the 9-Ludhiana Parliamentary Constituency. Case of 
the petitioner is that he compaigned till the date of 
polling and only on 27-4-1996 that is the date fixed 
for polling, petitioner came to know that his name 
was not on the ballot paper. This petition has been 
filed challenging the election of respondent No. 1 from 
9-Ludhiana Parliamentary Constituency on the ground 
that nomination papers of the petitioner were impro¬ 
perly rejected. . 

Respondent No. 1 has filed the written statement, 
Stand taken by the respondent is that nominaiton 
papers of the petitioner were rejected as he had not 
taken the oath in the requisite form provided under 
the Constitution and Representation of People's Act, 
1951; that the nomination papers of the petitioner 
were never accepted and he was never allotted the 
symbol of ‘Laltern’ *On the pleadings of the parties, 
the following issues were framed :— 

L Whether the petition is liable to be dismissed 
on the ground that the petitioner has not 
pleaded in the election petition that the 
election of respondent Amrik Singh Aliwal 
has been materially affected in view of Pre¬ 
liminary Objection No. I of the written 
statement? OPR 


petitioner was not published in the ballot 
pap£r ? 

7- Relief. 

Only one witness Gurvinder Singh (PW1) Clerk 
from the office of Returning Officer, has been exa¬ 
mined who brought the original record from the office 
of the Returning Officer. 

Gurvinder Singh (PW1) stated that nomination 
papers of the petitioner were not accepted as alleged 
and in fact the same were rejected by passing the 
following order by the Returning Officer :— 

“No documentary proof of candidate having taken 
the oath in the requisite form. Today, the 
candidate is not present. Not is there anyone 
on his behalf. Hence the nomination papers 
are rejected.

Article. 

Article 84 of the Constitution of India provides 
that a person is not qualified to be chosen to fill up 
the seat of Parliament if he has not scribed oath and 
affirmations a per form given in schedule JII in that 
regard. Relevant *P-5 portion of Article 84 is re¬ 
produced below:— 

“84. Qualification for membership of Parliament: 
A person shall not be qualified to be chosen 
to fill a seat in Parliament unless he:—- 


(a) is a citizen of India, and makes and sub¬ 
scribes before some person authorised in 
that behalf by the Election Commission 
an oath or affirmation according to the 
form set out for the purpose in the Third 
Schedule. 1 ’

3. Whether the petition is liable to be dismissed

tioner were accepted by the Returning Officer 
and the petitioner was allotted the symbol 
of Laltern by the Returning Officer? OPR

tioner were rejected as alleged by the res¬ 
pondent? OPR 

*6. Whether the electon of respondent No. I 
could be set aside because the name of the 


Further Section 32 of the Act provides that a per¬ 
son can be nominated as a candidate for the election 
if he is qualified to fill up the seats under the Consti¬ 
tution of India and the Act. Section 36 of the Act 
provides for the scrutiny of the nomination papers. 
Sub-section (2) of Section 36 of the Act provides 
that the Returning Officer shall examine the nomina¬ 
tion papers and reject the nomination papers on 
the objections raised or on his own after summary 
inquiry on the grounds mentioned in that sub’section. 
Relevant portions of section 32 and section 36 are 
reproduced below:— 

“32. Nomination of cand’dutc for election any 
person may be nominated as a candidate for 
election to fill a scat if he is qualified to be 
chosen to fill that seat *P-G under the provi- 
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sions of the Constitution and this Act (or 
under the provisions of the Government of 
Union Territories Act, 1963 (20 of 1963), * 
as the case may be”. 

"36. Scrutiny of nominaions : (2) The Retur¬ 
ning Officer shall then examine the nomina¬ 
tion papers and shall decide all objections 
which may be made to any nomination and 
may, either on such objection or cm his own 
motion, after such summary inquiry, if any, 
as he thinks necessary, reject any nomina¬ 
tion on any of the following grounds;—< 

(a) that on the date fixed for the scrutiny of 
nominaions, the candidate either is not 
qualified or is disqualified for being chosen 
to fill the scat under any of the following 
provisions that may be applicable, namely: 
Articles 84, 102, 173 *and 191....". 

One of the grounds for rejection of nomination papers 
is that the candidate is not qualilied or is disqualified 
for being chosen to fill up the scat on the date fixed 
for scrutiny of the nomination papers under any 
of the provisions of Articles 84, 102. 173 and 191 of 
the Constitution of Tndia. Nominaion papers of the 
petitioner were rejected^ on the ground that there is 
no documentary proof of the candidate having taken 
oath in the P-7 requisite form. Neither the petitioner 
himself nor anyone on his behalf was present at the 
time of scrutiny of nomination papers. From the evi¬ 
dence of Gunvinder Singh (PW l) and on perusal of 
the record, it is clear that petitioner d’d not attach 
any proof of having taken the requisite oath under the 
provisions of the Constitution of India and the Repre¬ 
sentation of people’s Act, 1951. petitioner apart Tom 
examining Gurvinder Shiah (PW13 did not ermine 
any other witness produced any other evidence. 
Petitioner himself did not choose to step into the 
witness box to state that he has taken the oath as 
provided in Schedule-IIT of the Act. There is no 
proof on the record to show that petitioner took the 
oath as provided in Schedulc-TTT of the Act, 

From the narration of facts given above the only 
conclusion which can be arrived at is that petitioner 
did not take the oath as provided under Schedule-Ill 
of the Act and hence nomination papers were rightly 
rejected by the Returning Officer, 

For the reasons stated above, this petition is dis¬ 
missed with costs which are assessed at Rs, 500,

Preliminary issue was ordered to be taken up along 
with the other issues.

Petitioner 
wished to examine four witnesses apart from him¬ 
self. Petitioner summoned the Clerk from the office 
of Post-Master, Post Office Sector-22, Chandigarh, 
through the process of Court and the other three 
witnesses mentioned in the list of witnesses w r ere 
to be examined by him at his own responsibility.
